Child still in isolation at local hospital 



Adult patient from Liberia 
on Ebola watch now better

Two travelers from Liberia who are being 
monitored for Ebola in Chicago have shown 
signs of improvement, but one will be tested 
for the disease out of “an abundance of cau- 
tion,” health officials said. 

A child passenger who became ill on a 
flight to O’Hare Airport on Tuesday is to be 
tested for Ebola, although the single incident 
of vomiting is the only symptom the child 
shows, state and city health officials said. 

An adult who traveled separately from Li- 
beria was moved out of an isolation unit at 
Rush University Medical Center in Chicago, 
officials said. 

Also Wednesday federal health officials took 
additional steps to monitor people coming into 
the United States from the three West African 
countries at the center of the outbreak. 

Starting Monday travelers who were in Li- 
beria, Sierra Leone or Guinea will be required 
to take their temperature daily and report 
to local health officials in the US. for three 
weeks, the maximum period after exposure to 
Ebola in which symptoms can appear. 

Travelers will be asked to provide contact 
information and may be subject to travel re- 
strictions, the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said. 

Eederal officials already are trying to screen 
the 150 or so people a day who come to the 
US. from the three West African countries. 
At the airports where passengers from those 
countries are permitted to arrive— in Atlanta, 
Chicago, Washington, New York and New- 
ark, N.J.— officials are taking the travelers’ 
temperatures and looking for other possible 
Ebola symptoms, including vomiting, head- 
aches, muscle aches and diarrhea. 

The adult traveler from Liberia who is be- 
ing monitored in Chicago had reported nau- 
sea and diarrhea upon arrival Tuesday and said 
he had been diagnosed with typhoid fever in 
August, according to the Chicago Ebola Re- 
source Network, a consortium of the Chicago 
Department of Health and four hospitals 
handling potential Ebola cases. 

Though the passenger had a normal temper- 
ature during a screening and no known risk of 
exposure, city protocols required the passen- 
ger to undergo a full medical evaluation. 

It was determined that it was not necessary 
to test the patient for Ebola, according to a 
statement from Rush hospital. 

The patient was listed in good condition

Gov Quinn also announced Wednesday the 
establishment of a statewide Ebola task force 
that will work closely with the Chicago net- 
work to ensure that hospitals and health of- 
ficials across Illinois are prepared should any 


cases arise. 

Officials have reported no confirmed cases 
of Ebola in Chicago and said there is no threat 
to the public. 

Mayor Emanuel said the handling of the two 
travelers from Liberia demonstrates that Chi-

cago is better prepared than officials in Dallas, 
where a sick man from Liberia was sent home 
from a hospital and later died from Ebola. 

“They are identified on a plane, they’re 
transported from a plane to a hospital, from 
the hospital to another hospital,” Emanuel 
said. “That piece of every step, when we com- 
pare Dallas to this, the time used to learn 
what Dallas did wrong and improve, it looks 
at this point, quite effective.” 

Emanuel said he told Dr. Bechara Chou- 
cair, city commissioner of public health, that 
he wants the city to “go above” the standards 
federal health officials have put in place for 
Ebola identification and treatment. 

The mayor also said he wants doctors and 
nurses at hundreds of health care clinics city- 
wide to be trained on how to identify and re- 
spond to possible cases of Ebola.

FEARS ABOUT 
THE VIRUS IN THE

P ublic concerns about Ebola have grown much faster than the actual number of cases of the illness in the U.S. 

A Pew Research Center survey releasedTuesday found that 41 percent of Americans said they worried that they or 
someone in their families would be “exposed” to the Ebola virus, up from 32 percent two weeks ago. 

Separately, a Gallup Poll releasedTuesday found a decline in Americans’ confidence in the “federal government’s ability to 


handle Ebola,” from 60 percent expressing confidence a week ago to 52 percent now The survey also showed that while a ma- 


jority of Americans express some confidence that the government can “prevent a major outbreak” of the virus in the country 


and that U.S. hospitals can “diagnose and isolate” cases, fewer than i in 5 say they have a “great deal” of confidence.

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WHAT IS SO SCARY ABOUT EBOLA? 

Compared with malaria, Ebola afflicts and kills far fewer people. The five West African countries 
currently battling Ebola recorded nearly 280,000 malaria deaths in 2012, or about two-fifths of 
all malaria deaths that year worldwide.

EBOLA FAST FACTS 

» The Ebola virus is a severe, often fatal illness in humans that was first discovered in the 1970s 
in West and Central Africa. 

» The current outbreak, believed to have originated in Guinea, in West Africa, in December 
2013, is the worst on record of the virus, killing at least 4,877 people, mostly in Liberia, Sierra 
Leone and Guinea. 

» Illinois residents with questions and concerns can call a newly created Ebola hotline at 
800-889-3931 or go to ebola.illmois.gov. 

» Rush University Medical Center, University of Chicago Medical Center, Northwestern Me- 
morial Hospital and Lurie Children’s Hospital will take Ebola patients from other hospitals and 
health care providers for treatment of the disease. 


How do you catch Eboia? 

The origins of the virus are unknown, but re- 
search shows fruit bats are the likely host of 
the Ebola virus. Infection spreads to humans 
by handling an infected animal. The virus 
spreads from human to human through direct 
contact with bodily fluids, such as blood, se- 
men, sweat or saliva, of those infected with 
the Ebola virus — or through contact with ob- 
jects that have touched those fluids, such as 
clothing, mattresses or medical equipment. 

What are the symptoms? 

Sudden onset of fever, intense weakness, mus- 
cle pain, headache and sore throat are typical 
signs and symptoms. This is followed by vom- 
iting, diarrhea, rash, impaired kidney and liver 
function and, in some cases, both internal and 


external bleeding, the latter including bleed- 
ing for the gums or blood in the stool. The in- 
cubation period— the interval from infection 
to onset of symptoms— is two to 21 days. 

What is the treatment? 

There’s currently no proven treatment for 
Ebola. Patents are given fluids to treat symp- 
toms, including dehydration. Roughly one- 
third of patients survive. 

How dangerous is it for people in the U.S.? 

The chances of an Ebola outbreak in the US. 
are exceedingly slim. Because Ebola is not an 
airborne virus, it is difficult to transmit. The 
US. has many more doctors and better medi- 
cal facilities than the affected countries in 
West Africa.

After alleged confession,

He allegedly said he killed Anith Jones for 
a friend of a friend and was paid $300 and 
drugs worth another $200. He said he built 
a rapport with her, then met her for sex. He 
strangled her in about five minutes, he said, 
then stuffed her body in a trash can and left 
her in the basement of a vacant building, her 
body covered with teddy bears and tires. 

Later, serial killer suspect Darren Deon 
Vann allegedly told police, he returned home 
to watch his brother’s children. There, he 
said, he kept a knotted belt from a bathrobe 
in a bag next to the couch where he slept; 
that belt, he told police, was going to be the 
weapon for his next murder. 

There is no indication authorities have 
charged a second person in connection with 
Jones’ death. 

The purported details of Jones’ killing 
emerged Wednesday as authorities charged 
43 -year-old Vann in her slaying and he made 
his first appearance in a Lake County, Ind., 
court to face a murder charge in another 
slaying. 

The court appearance ended after just two 
minutes, though, when Vann, who police 
said had talked to them at length and even 
made a videotaped confession, refused to 
speak to the judge or even acknowledge the 
proceedings. 

Judge Kathleen Sullivan said she took his 
resistance as a refusal to participate in the 
hearing and postponed it for one week. Offi- 
cials said Vann was being held in isolation at 
the Lake County Jail in Crown Point. 

The charges against Vann in Jones’ kill- 
ing come on top of murder charges in the 
strangling of 19 -year-old Afrikka Hardy in a

In the past week, five homicides were re- 
ported in Chicago, with three of the vic- 
tims in their 20s, a RedEye analysis of pre- 
liminary police data found.

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MERCADITO CREW THINKS BIG AT NEW RIVER NORTH LATE-NIGHT BAR TIPPLING HALL

It’s going to be the culmination of everything the Tippling Bros, 
likes to do with beverages, but times lo.” That’s how Tad Carducci of 
cocktail consultants Tippling Bros, described Tippling Hall to me- 
in January 2012. Yes, it took him and business partner Paul Tanguay nearly three 
years to open this cocktail bar with Mercadito Hospitality (Mercadito, 

Mercadito Fish, Mercadito Counter), and all parties involved have 
invested a lot— literally— in the project. Years later, Tanguay echoes ^ 

Carducci’s original vision for the bar: “{It’s} a kind of culmination 
of what Tad and I have been working on for years in terms of draft 
cocktails and shaken and stirred cocktails, but wanting to bring in a fun 
element, a sort of low-key, low-brow approach.” That loosen-your- 
mixology-bowtie attitude is partially inspired by the bar’s 4 a.m. license, 
which was one of the initial reasons the crew snapped up the former Hop Haus 
space under the Brown Line “E’ tracks. I stopped in twice during opening week 
to find out whether Tippling Hall was ready for its big reveal. 


Deep Dish Manhattan 



Looks count 

The interior, which includes a full dining 
room as well as a bar seating area, is a huge 
improvement on Hop Haus’ dated plastic 
tablecloths and striped vinyl booths. All 
the River North fixtures are there— wood 
beams, industrial-funky light fixtures, a 
handful of unobtrusive TVs —but it was 
hard even to notice them given 
the post-work crowd on a 
- Friday evening. A host- 
ess told my friend and me 
that all the tables were full with 
reservations, but she put our name 
on a waiting list with a look that told 
me I probably should abandon all hope. 
We ordered our drinks and stalked bar 
stools like they’re the last gazelles on the 
Serengeti, but after nearly two hours, we still 
were standing. Other people in the bar area 
seemed confused by whether the bar area 
tables are first-come, first-served— one 


of many details Tippling Hall still is working 
out. “The bar area is still a work in progress,” 
Tanguay said. “We’re setting it for dinner, but 
we’re not sure if it should just be a walk-in 
space. A lot of elements in that space are a 
work in progress.” A Monday night proved 
more manageable and I quickly found a few 
comfortable bar stools. Over the course of 
a couple of hours, a lively crowd gathered, 
but drinkers weren’t two-deep at the bar this 
time. Early in the night, the gender ratio 
skewed noticeably toward the button-down- 
and-khaki male. 

... and so do cocktails 

Holy booze. Batman. The cleverly designed, 
24-page drink menu reads like a comic book, 
with tons of graphics and even some goofy 
jokes. I could have spent upward of 15 min- 
utes poring over the whole thing, but if you 
don’t want to ignore your companions while 
you read, it might help to know what you’re in

the mood for. My friend was eager 
to try one of two “Sloshees” (frozen 
cocktails), but was bummed to hear that 
the frozen cocktail machines haven’t been 
installed yet. Ditto on the nitro draft system 
that will dispense the Ronzio coffee cocktail. 
Instead, I zeroed in on the six draft cocktails, 
a Tippling Bros, signature, which are made in 
batches and poured through draft lines. My 
clear favorite was the Misty in the Mountains 
($12), a vibrant and refreshing mezcal-based 
drink that delicately toes the line between 
smoky and sweet thanks to pineapple 
juice and honey A “Spinal Tap” 
draft cocktail— dispensed with 
the pull of a huge guitar fret- 
board— will rotate seasonally 
Until December, it’s The Derek 
Smalls ($11), which Tanguay de- 
scribed as “a cucumber cocktail 
that has some faU qualities” thanks 
to its base spirit, Zubrowka bison 
grass vodka. Aromatic and vegetal, this 
Polish vodka is actually grass-flavored, which 
might intrigue fans of holder-style gins. Shak- 
en and stirred cocktails, of which there are 
10, arrived nearly as swiftly as a the draft ones, 
which impressed me on a busy night. Tanguay 
said he’s been surprised by how many strong, 
dark drinks the bar has sold in its opening 
week. He cited the popularity of the Deep 
Dish Manhattan ($13), a riff on the classic that 
includes Koval four-grain whiskey Jeppson’s 
malort and a salty pizza crust garnish. I found 
the malort a bit jarring in this classic cocktail, 
but I guess I’m in the minority 

Attention beer & wine drinkers 

While cocktails are front and center on the 
menu, the Bros, haven’t forgotten about the 


rest. “Tippling Hall is just a drinking 
hall,” Tanguay said. “It’s where you can bring 
your geeky cocktail friend, your cousin from 
Detroit who’s a beer drinking guy and maybe 
somebody else who’s a wine drinker.” Draft 
beers are refreshingly varied, from Bud Light 
to Penrose P2 Belgian pale ale to Found- 
ers All Day IPA, all available in 8-, 20- or 
34-ounce pours. Wine, too, is available by 
the inch (pay for how much you drink) or by 
the traditional glass and bottle. If you’re still 
not convinced this menu is huge, consider 
this: Even after two visits, I didn’t 
even scratch the surface of the 
seven bloody marys, four boiler- 
makers or any of the canned and 
bottled beer. The something- 
for-everyone approach extends 
to the food menu, where “global 
comfort food” includes bar 
bites, flatbreads, sandwiches and 
entrees as far-ranging as guacamole 
($8.50), bacon-wrapped dates ($10.50), 
a wedge salad ($12.50), roasted chicken 
tagine ($20.50) and a seven-grain Thai bowl 
($14.50). 

Bottom line 

The Tippling Bros, have serious cocktail 
chops, but it’s fun to see them shake off the 
high-brow mantle a bit— these days, a drink 
made with blue curacao (like the Curly & 

The Turk draft cocktail) is gutsier than a 
speakeasy-style bourbon blah blah blah. 

Once some pesky logistical dust settles, I 
expect this place to be just the fun, late-night 
spot the city has waited so long for.
